Soldier, Politician, Diploiniit aiul 
Llterateui'— Honored ut Homo 
as Wt'll as Abroad. 

LoNDo.N, Aug. I I.— Lieut. General Sir 
lOdward Bruco Huinloy, died suddfuly on 
Saturday of lioart disease. Ho was born at 
lioilinin, Cornwall, in 1824 and entered tho 
Uoyal Artillery in 1843. He became a cap- 
tain in ISnO, a luiijor und a Lieut.-Colonel 
for distinguished service in 1854, a colonel 
In I87,'i und mujor-geucral in 1870. He waa 
elected Member of Parliament from 
Hirkonhoad in 1885 and was re- 
elected in 1886. He was a British 
Coinnuasloner for the delimitation of Bul- 
garia in lS7i) and for tlin 'Purko- Ruasii 
frontier in Armenia in ISSO. lie eon 
inanded tho aeconil division of the fore 
employed in tho lOgyplian war in IKS 
when Ih! atormed tho enorniea' eeiitro i 
Tel-el-Keliir. (lenerid Haniley waa retired 
on .Inly ;!(), ISdO. Ifo was a Kniglit Com- 
mander of St. Michael ami St Ceorgo, and 
a military Knight (."onimander of the liatli. 
lie was also a member of the French I^egiou 
ot Honor and of the Turkish order of tho 
Medjidio. Ho was an author of consider- 
able note, not alone profcsBioucilly bnt as a 
novelist and literateur. Ho whs a brother 
of Hon. William Hatnlcy, of Victoria, 13. C

Silver UncKllon. 

London, Aug. 14. — In tho Houbo of Com- 
mons t.i-day Mr. Kolicrt 1.. I'lveretl, Lib- 
eral member for tho W'oodbridgo Division, 
of .Sull'olk, asked that tho House, in view 
of the fact that tho free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of L'l to 1, had been introduced 
iu the .Senate of tho United States, declared 
that tlie time was opportune for (ircat 
Britain and tho United States to establish a 
durable par basis for gold and silver. 

Mr. Gladstone replied the bill referred to 
by Mr. Bverett in no way represents the 
views of the United States Government. 
Its introduction oould not form a suitable 
opportunity for communication with tho 
American Qovemmont, apart from tho 
nueation whether tho pasauge of such a bill 
by tho Congress of tho Lfnitod States would 
justify the oiiciiing of comnmnioations.

OPIUM SJIUGfiLKlt AIlliESTED. 

The Wily Mongol Attempts to Bribe Uncle 
.Siim'a Ollii'er. 

Pout Tow.Nsic.Mi, Aug. M. — (Special) — 
Chin >Sam, Cliineao cook on tho steamer City 
of Kingston, has been arrested und pleaded 
guilty to smuggling three pounds of opium 
into tho United States. After his detection 
he oflered to give the oustoma officer a 
thousand dollars to release him. Tho China- 
man is otimatcd to be worth §10,000, most 
of v.'liich, it is said, was accumulated 
through regular and sy'steniatic smuggling 
done in small quantities. 



FEDERATION FINANCES. 

A Committee of German Delegrates to 
Meet in Berlin In Sep- 
tpmber. 



Cardinal Ledochowski'a First 
Since Ho Became an 
Exile. 



Visit 



Bkulin, Aug. l.'i. — A finance committeo 
composed of delegates from the Federated 
States will meet in Berlin in September. 
Tho semi-onicial announcement from Frank- 
fort that tho conference which was recently 
in session there had agreed (o the general 
principles of a new taxation plan is not 
credited here. In the best informed quar- 
ters the contrary is believed. Count von 
Schouvaloir, Russian ambassador to Ger- 
many, has gone to St. Petersburg to try to 
counteract the anti-German policy of Dr. 
Witto, tho Russian finance minister. Gen. 
Von Werder, Gorman ambassador to Russia, 
has been granted an audience by tho C/.iT. 
He was accompanied by Count von Sohou- 
valcfT, and both of them urged that a com- 
mercial intento ho concluded between Rus- 
sia and Germany. 

It is reported that Dr. Witto after the 
interview declared to tho Czar that he 
w-ould resign hia olhce if the tariff war with 
Germany was abandoned without conces- 
sions being m»de by Getniany. W'itte is 
strongly supported by the Imperial couucil, 
and the Czar was obliged to give way to him 
in the matter. The latest developmenta of 
the struggle thus justify official warnings 
issued here to the public not to trust reports 
that the settlement of tho tariff troubles was 
close at hand. Unly on Thursday the Em- 
peror signed a decree adding 1)0 per cent, to 
the duties collected on finished produets im- 
ported into Germany. This increased tariff 
will practically cause the ruin of leading 
branches of trade in Finland. 

The proposed visit in September of Car- 
dinal Ledochowski, prefect of the congregi- 
tion of tho propaganda, to Berlin and I'osen, 
tho first time that he will have visited those 
cities since he was exiled in 1S7G, ia ex- 
citing all Catholic Germany. The cardinal 
wants the quietest kind of reception, but 
tho Prussian Catholics aro determined to 
give him a public ovation.

On the Island of Capri, twenty 
miles from Naples, there were during tho 
same period, 14 cases and 8 deaths. The 
disease is spreading to other coast towns.

Ottawa, Aug. 14.— These aro stirring 
days in military circles, in view of the 
changes actually occurring and pending. 
To-day a department order was issued to 
Colonel Turnbull, oommanding the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons at Quebec, to proceed to 
Toronto with hia regimeut by the middle of 
next week. The Dragoons will bo located 
there. Tho first batch of Koyal Marine 
Artillery for British Columbia passed 
through Ottawa early this moruing. They 
will arrive at ICstiuimalt on Friday, and 
within twenty-four hours after entering the 
bairacks there "C" Battery will leave for 
tho Kast. Quebec will be the destination 
of this battery, the barracks vacated by tBe 
Cavalry Regiment affording accommodation 
to the artillerymen. 

The contemplated changes in the militia 
staff will not be Icnown for two or three 
weeks. The matter is standing over until 
tbe rotnrn of Hon. J. C. Peterson. It has 
been definitely settled that Major Percy H. 
N. Lake, of the East Lancashire regiment, 
will bo Quirtermaster-General of Militia, 
provision for which ollico was made by Par- 
liament last session. Major Luke waa born 
June li'.), IS.M, and claims Canada as the 
land of hia nativity. He joined tho urtil- 
Itry August 12, 187.'i ; saw active service 
during tho Afghan war iu ISTS; waa 
acting assistant hold engineer of the 
Southern Afghanistan field force ; 
was with the Eastern Soudan con- 
tingent at Suakim, in KSS.5, in tho capac- 
ity of Deputy Adjutant General and Quar- 
termaster General to tho Intelligence De- 
partment. Ho has likewise been employed 
as chief of tho Colonial section of tho Intel- 
ligence Department by the war ofhco. This 
appointment which he vacates to come to 
Canada is that of Deputy Assistant General 
at Dublin. Major Luke's term of service in 
Canada will be for fiVc years, his appoint- 
ment being based on tho same principle that 
governs the appointment of professors in 
tho Royal Military College at Kingston. 
One of his most important duties 
will be to put the force on a foot- 
ing ready for active service. This 
includes the mobilization of the militia 
force, consisting of the militia or permanent 
corps and the preparation of a scheme. 
Major Lake was specially trained in this 
particular branch, and is well qualified to 
undertake the work in Canada. General 
Herbert says that tho newspapers' statement 
that Major Lake ia a peraonal friend of his 
is a mistake, except in so fur as he hopes all 
good oflSoers are his friends.

It is highly 
probably, however, that the vein which 
runs througli the Dardanelles on the other 
side of tho Bertha may extend into tho Ber- 
tha, which, if ao, will mako it valuable. 

Tho Columbia and Kootenay Navii'atien 
Co. lias puroliased a controlling interest in 
the steamer State of Idaho, which will now 
call at I\elson on its upward trip from Bon- 
ner's Ferry. The Nelson is undergoing re- 
pairs at present, 

J. Eaaton and J. Keen have just returned 
from a prospecting tour in the Duncan 
country. Tbey together with Mr. Dnggan 
and one and two otnera staked out eleven 
claims aurrouttdiog the recent find of Dug- 
gan, which aasayed several hundred ounces 
in antimonial silver. One of the ledges is 
thirty feet wide, containing very promising 
rock. The distance from Ksslo ia about 70 
miles, over rough country and fairly swarm- 
ing with iiiOb(iuitoea. 

Considerable ore ia being brought into 
town now by Hughes' wagnna and atorcd in 
two warehonaea, awaiting developnicnta in 
the silver (|ueBtion.

Shea lived for 
two yeura in Victoria, but twelve months 
ago came up here with J. Keen, C,E. He 
was aged about 24 years, and waa the only 
SOD of a widowed and oldorly mother, who 
ia residing in London, Kngland. No hopes 
lire entertained for the reco\ery of the body 
of the unfortunate young mun, who was a 
genuine favorite with many.

Mr. Culcb Kiuhop, of Victoria West, will 
take Lhe plu'jo in tlio Public School Hcjurd 
vaciilcd by tho resignation of Truateo F. G. 
Rioiiurds, lni\iiig been returned unanimous- 
ly at yeBterduy'B Domination. His paper 
bears tho signatures of Trustee fl. Saunders 
as proposer, cx Tnistce R. Rrakino na sec- 
onder and Mr. D. iM. I'elereon na witucss, 
and wua received by Kelurning ODioor W. 
K. Bull ouo hour after he took possession of 
Room 1 ill tho Market building and an- 
nounced thill lio was there to receive nomi- 
nations. 

A aecDnd candldtite did not appear, and 
so, in the pri.aence of an oiderly uuilience of 
two, Trustee IJishop waa decliired duly 
elected and cont,'ratul;\ltd. lie waived the 
right to address tho meeting. 

in conversution with a Colonist reporter 
tho new trustee had j)r(!viously outlinid hia 
viovva, whieli are not for any radical 
ohangca. IIo believes in j/ood teachers lirst 
and above all, and good schools to make the 
efforts of the good teaohers suocosaful. In 
the selection of teachers,' either to fill 
vacancies which may from time to time 
•occur, or at tho end of the scbolastic terms,

Ho reco^jniziH 
that discipline muet bo maintained, "hut," 
he Bays, "1 will put my foot down hard on 
all brutality, such aa throwinf.; the scholars 
over desks and beating theiii. I have kmnrn 
such things to occur in Victoria West. 
They are not necessary to preserve discipline 
— far from it." 

Mr. John Teanuo, who waa announced as 
a candidate, retired on discovering tliat lie 
waa not properly qualified, his taxes not 
having been paid. 

" I had very little personal intoreat in 
tho matter," he explained when apoken to; 
" my friends rei|ue3ted mo to stand, and 
aaaured me that the qualification waa all 
right. Had I been elected, I should have 
used my inlluence to prevent any more 
letting of architecturui work by 'competi- 
tion of plana.' That laat waa tho veriest 
farce I have ever seen. I had no plan in ; 
I would not enter in such a thing ; but the 
plan which I am firmly convinced was in- 
comparably best, that of Sohroeder & 
Ewart, received scarcely passing attention. 

*' Now, they have given the firm, or Mr.

The plan is nothing like it 
originally was, and the work can never be 
done for the air.ount stated."

STOCKS IN NEW YOEE.. 

Lending Profeaslonals Hold Aloof From the 
Slarket Fendliic the Action of 

Con;;ri'Ss. 

Niiw York, Aug. I I,— Tho stock market 
was weak almost from Blurt to finish to-day. 
Tlio "boars" hammered tho list through- 
out and mot with very little opposition 
owing to the prevailing feeling of uncer- 
tainty in regard to legislation by Congreaa 
on tho silver question and the lack of sup- 
port from London, where operationa aro 
cheeked by tho approaching fortnightly 
settlement. Reports w.era circulated that 
both tho General Electric and Northern 
Pacific companies were In a bad way and 
although theae were denied, tho bears suc- 
ceeded in bringing about a further deollne. 
It was said that some of the subscribers to 
the c jUateral trust notes of the Northern 
Pacific had failed to pay the neoessary 
ainouuts ef cash, and that tho results of the 
funding scheme would prove a failure. The 
ellioials of the company, however, State 
thai less than live jier ciuit. failed on their 
aubocriptions,and this amount will bo taken 
care of by other members of tho syndicate. 
Tlie total sales included 7,710 shares un- 
listed. The miirket waa a traders one pure 
and simple. Tho leading professionals are 
holiliug ciir pending the development of 
siiinething of a deliuite cliaracter from 
Washington, relative to the fate of the 
Sherman ailver law and other measures, cal- 
culated to relieve tho existing strain in finan- 
cial circles- Speculations closed somewhat 
steadier in tone. Closing bidn: Canadian Paci- 
fic, 71.', ; Central Pacific, 18^ ; Wells I'argo, 
1,'iO ; Great Northern preferred, 101) ; Mo- 
souri Pacific, -Oi' ; Northern Pacific .T.', ;

Washington, D.C , Aug. 14. — Tho day 
in the house was devoted to speech making. 
The greatest attention was paid to Mr. 
Warner, of New York, but he seemed 
scarcely as much at home as he would have 
been had the tart£f been the subject matter 
of debate. Mr. Paterson, of Tennessee, was 
also slow in securing an audience, but when 
he did so it was enthusiastic and 
appreciative. Mr. Pendleton, of W. 
Va., maintained hia position in favor 
of the Wilson bill in good manner 
and answered the niany questions plied to 
him with ease and ciiurtesy. Mr. Bailey, 
of Texii?, gracefully and iiuietly preesed the 
reasons wliich induced him to vote for a 
coinage bill, and tho Ifoiise ad- 
journed while his eolleaguo Hutchison waa 
still holding forth on the same perplexing 
question. 

THE AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION 
AND THE TRAil SERVICE. 

To THE Editou - Public companies and 
public men are fitting objects of public criti- 
cism, and individuals or aggregations of in- 
dividuals who may demur to wholesome 
discussion will lind few sympathizers. In 
my letter to the Times on Saturday, in re- 
ferring to tho malicious and untruthful 
statements made at the annual meeting 
concerning tho tram service to the Driving 
Park, I said that the Tramway Co. had 
many sins to answer for, and had the critics 
confined themselves to facts, no notice would 
have been taken of tlie renuirks. But, sir, 
tho speakers who attacked tho tram service 
did not adhere to facts. They soared into 
tho realms of fancy, where their imagina- 
tions ran riot, and impelled them to make 
statomonta of which, I hope, upon aober re- 
flection, many of them are aahamed. In 
looking over your paper of Sunday, how- 
ever, 1 find that there is one gentleman who 
aeenia determined to slick to the position 
ho took at the meeting in face of the testi- 
mony of your own reporter, who said that 
"tho service was by far the best ever given in 
Victoria," and of the reporter of the Times, 
who aaid " tho Street Car Company handled 
the crowd just aa well as it was possible to 
do with a single track." Mr. Kills persists 
in declaring that tho service was a co;n- 
parative failure, and in attributing tho 
small attendance at the fair ground mainly 
to that fictitious cause. In my letter 
to tho Times, I took the ground that the 
failure was mainly duo to the selection of 
the summer instead of the fall for holding 
the fair. In your leading article of Sunday 
you say : 

" The attendance, it is true, was not so 
largo as it might have been, or as it was ex- 
pected to be, but this, we think, was al- 
most wholly owing to tho hard times and 
tho general feeling of depression. Wo do 
not believe that there would have been a 
better attendance this year, no matter at 
what time the exhibition might be held. 
People feel poor and out of apirita and are 
in no humor for holiday making. This, we 
believe ia tlie true cau.'ie of the decrease in 
the number of visitors." 

You, sir, do not attribute the lack of at- 
tendance to tho tram service. Neither do 
tlie reporlera. Il is only .Mr. Kllis and those 
whom he has iulluenced, wlio seize on tho 
tram service as a teupegoat, behind which 
to hide a lamentable failure. 

So far, indeed, from the tram service hav- 
ing contributed towards tho collapse at the 
fair grounds, whatever little succeas attend- 
ed the event is due to the excellence of that 
service. There were times when the cars 
could not carry all the passengers that offer- 
ed, but there are times, in large cities as in 
small, on the occasion of a rush of two or 
three thousand people at once for transpor- 
tation, when all cannot be accommodated. 
But, taken all in all, I agree with the repor- 
ters of both papers when they say 
that the car service to the 
driving park was good, the best ever given 
here. In nine b.ours on Thursday, several 
tliousaiid persons were carried between the 
city and the driving park without unreason- 
able delay or the occurrence of a single aooi* 
dent. 

As for Mr. Kllia' suggestion that some 
one should write ids experience of "life on 
a tramcar," if ho will eliminate tlie attenu- 
ated letter " f " from the word "life," the 
appropriatoncas of the title of his book 
would be at once ap]iarent. 

I am told llial at the annual meeting Mr, 
Kllis clamoied for a ten-minute service and 
a live cent fari!. Aa well might Victoriiina 
demand that the t'liLnsis'i' shall t/ivo a tele- 
graphic service eijual to tliat of the liondon 
Times and jirint a paper seven days in the 
week for I2i cents, Mr. ICllis is care- 
ful to inform mo that ho is not 
tho editor of tho Colonist. I 
lind on consulting your columns that 
ho ia "manager." Now, air, I submit this 
picture for your inspection; A reporter wiio 
states that tho car service to the show was 
by far tho best over given in Victoria; an 
editor (meaning yourself) who beliovis the 
failure of the show ia attributable to the 
hard times; a monoger (meaning Mr. Ellis) 
wlio says that tho ear service was to blame 
for the collapse; and an "agricultural" 
society which believing the season had all 
to do with the failure, has fixed the date 
for the next sboff in the fall.

THE PROP EH VIEW. 

We are glad to see that the Times takes 
the proper view of the proposal said to 
have been made by some person or persons 
connected with the Corporation, to use the 
surface drains as sewers. It says : 

To turn the surface drains iuto aewers 
would aimply mean to invito an epldomio of 
zymotic diaeuae, with probably fatal reaulta 
to many of the city's inhabitants. We can- 
not credit the statement that our civic 
rulers are prepared to perpetrate this crim- 
inal folly, and we shall not believe it of 
them until there is some very decided proof. 
If the Council should show itself so false to 
the public interests, it would be tho im- 
mediate duty of the oitizens to call in tho 
aid of the courts against it, for the Council's 
action would evidently contravene the law. 
Victoria has quite enough fever-breeders 
now, without deliberately creatinf; a serieu 
of cesapoola to poison the air in several 
quarters of the city. 

There is, we fear, more in the rumor than 
onr ooncemporary appears to imagine. \Ve 
have been told that it is a provision of tho 
contract for the sewer from the Central 
Bohool that it shall, connect with the CooU 
street surface drain. This ia the more sin- 
gular as the main sower runs along Cook 
street. We have not had an opportunity to 
enquire into the truth of this rumor. It 
however tallies with the information we first 
received on the subjeob. It would be indeed 
singular if the Central school drain contrac- 
tor has been required to cross over the main 
se^er on Cook street, in order that he may 
make connection with the surface drain on 
that street. 



GHAMBERLAIS'S SPEECH. 

As the Liberals of Great Britain are try- 
ing to throw the whole blame of the dia- 
tjraceful scene that was witnessed in the 
House of Commons on the 27 th of last 
month, on Mr. Chamberlain, it may 
be well to lay before our readers 
precisely what he did aay before the 
disturbance commenced. It will be remem- 
bered that the apeech waa made ini medi- 
ately before the gag was applied which put 
a stop to all debate on the Home Rule Bill, 
while it was being considered in committee. 
The House was in an excited condition. 
Mr. Chamberlain was indignant that tho 
privilege of debate ahouLl bo arbitrarily and 
unnecessarily, »B ho believed, inter- 
fered with. Keeping this in mind, it 
will be for the intelligent reader 
to judge whether what Mr. Chamberlain 
said was unduly severe, and whether the 
language ho used justilicd tho uoarao and 
rude interruptiona of his opponents. Hero 
is the final paasuge of the speech which has 
become historic : 

Wo have come, at all ovonta, to tho laaL 
scene in what I think I may call tho dia- 
oreditable farce (loud Opposition cheers) to 
which the Oovernment have reduced the 
proceedings of tho mother of Parliaments 
(cheers), and it is to us not the least matter 
of regret that this position should have been 
reached by the action of one whom we arc 
all ready to rocognize as one of the greatest 
of Parliamentary figures. (Cheers ) What 
is the situation ? We have been discussing 
tho financial relations between tho two 
countries. Thero could not be u matter of 
greater importance und interest to tho peo- 
ple, to the taxpiycra of this country, it 
intereata tho Uritlah people to know how 
much they arc expected to pay for creating 
a system of Homo Hulo for Ireland, and 
hero ia a curious faat. Throughout these 
proceodinga upon tho financial scliemc, not 
ouo ainglo amendment baa been put upon 
the paper in the name of any nupporter of 
the Government. ((yheom). Thero uro 
amondmentH down, and many of them in 
tho naniea of Irish mombera who are con- 
sidering — and riglitly cunuirtoring — tho in- 
tereata of their conalituenla and country, 
but not ono of tho I'ritisli aupportora of the 
Government liaa found it in hia heart to put 
down an iunondmcnt to protect hia conaiilu- 
onts (choors) or to protect hia country. What 
ia the' rciianh for that? Tho roauon, of 
course, is that hon. members behind the 
Oovornnient Ihiiikjthat Iheso proposals are 
absolutelj^'ii'atiafabCbry, (Ministerial cheers 
itad loud laughter.) They think that they 



are perfect and cannot be improved. (Mr. 
Roby : Under tho circumstances. ) Under 
tho ciroumstanoee, says tho lion, member I 
It would 1)0 didioult to improve them in five 
minutes (looking at the clock.) They think 
that, under tho oircumatancoa, tho pro- 
posals of the jovornmcnt citnnot bo im- 
proved. Yes, but they thought that tlio 
last scheme was perfect, and could not bo 
improved. (Loud cheers, ) They think 
every achemo, as it succoaaively proceeds 
from the forlilo hruina of tho Prime Min- 
ister, ia perfect, and cannot bo im- 
proved — under the circumataucoa. (Cheers 
and laughter.) That haa been their 
attitude with regard to the whole of this 
Bill, which has lieou oliangod again and 
again in the course of the hiat fow weeka. Il 
ia not tho sumo as it waa when they agreed 
with enthuaiasm — under tho oircuii.staiicea 
(laughter) — to tho aeciind reading. Since 
then the most important, tho moat vital 
question of all, the question of the retention 
of tho Irish members, has been changed, 
and changed in u way directly oppoaito to 
tho pledge, the proniiae which waa given to 
tho conatituencies of thia country by the 
Prime Miniater himself. (.Minlalerial criea 
of "Is'o," and loud chioia ) What ia tho 
uao of hon. membura aayiug "No"? I have 
quoted tho words of tho Prime Minister, 
uttered in the courae of a Speech 
at Manchester, when he said : — 
" I will novor ' — that waa un- 
der the circuiuBiaiicea (laughter)—" I will 
never be a party to giving a domestio Legis- 
lature to Ireland and to allowing the Irish 
membura to oome here to interfere with 
English and Scotch affairs. " (Loud oheers.) 
f say that this bill lias been changed in its 
moat vital features, and yet it has always 
been found perfect by hon. members behind 
the treasury bench. The Prime Minister 
calls '* black, " and they suy, " it ia good "; 
the Prime Minister calls " white, " und tlioy 
aay, " it ia hotter. " (Loud liiughter ) It, is 
always the voice uf a god. (Loud cheer". ) 
Never ainco the time of Ilerod hiia tliere 
been aucli slavish adulation. (Loud uud 
prolonged oheera, mitiiaterial cries of " Pro- 
gress, " and National cries of " ■huiua. ") 



qUEIlKG PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Tho condition of tho public sclioola in 
Quebec ia most deploiahle. Thoro cin 
hardly be said to bo public educition in that 
province at all, in tho proper sense of the 
term. The sihool struotares «rt» in a miser- 
able state, the teachers are amazingly un- 
derpaid, tho truateea (" commiasionera ") in 
many districts can neither read nor write, 
the attendance is poor and the quality of 
tho instruction given ia, in tho opinion of 
praotioal educationists, exceedingly low. 
The Province of Quebec is shown by the 
census to be the most backward in the 
Dominion in tho matter of education. This 
is not to ho wondered at, if tho 
accounts wo road of the people's schools 
in (Quebec are oven near the truth, Le 
Nord, a French newspaper, thus comments 
upon a sermon lately delivered by the care 
of the parish of 8te As;athe : 

In his sermon last Sunday the cure did 
not give mmy compliments to our sohouls, 
and ho was right. It miut be confessed 
that the parents, the teaobers and the 
children have deserved these compliments, 
or rather these reproaches The greatest 
fault, however, belongs to tho parents. In 
winter you parents have nothing, or ulinost 
nothing, to do. Why do not several neigh 
bora como to an underatanding to drive 
these children to achool in turn? But, on 
tho other hand, how do you aupposa the 
children will be led to direct their alepa to- 
wards thia aohool, which ia only a hovel, 
badly lighted, on tho walla of which ono 
does not see a single encraving, No pic- 
turea by which one could atudy the history 
of hia OKUutry, admire tho great feats of 
anna of hia ancealora, no atatuettea to recall 
the aacriticea of the patr' .a of LS.S7 — noth- 
ing, in a word, which co^id lead the child 
to love his school, his ancestors or his coun- 
try. A black and dusty crucifir, pieces of 
geographical maps, an old desk, tottering 
benches without backs, and a broom in the 
corner, this is almost the whole furniture of 
our school. But you, compatriots, who love 
to «iuotc the Americans as models of pro- 
gress, why do you not imitate them when it 
is a question of the construction of schools? 
They have fine schools, with beautiful gar- 
dens and good teitohers, whose salary is paid 
more generously than here. In the poor 
municipalities of New Brunawick 1 have 
aoen fine schools, well lighted, and provided 
with good teachers, to whom they grant 
without hesitation annual salaries of S:2oO to 
§1)00, while here wo pay, with curses, the 
modest sum of SIOO. Why should wo not 
have at Montreal, aa they have at Frederic- 
ton. Normal auhoola for young cirla, where 
they could perfect themselves in pi'dagogy 
or the art of teaching? But if you demand 
\ that a young girl aacrillce money in a Nor- 
mal Bohool for two or three months, you niuat 
give her a moro rciminerative salary than at 
preaont. You do not p iy your teuclicrs, hut 
you have value for your money, so do not 
complain. iCxpecting the host, ynii throw 
yojr money iuto the sea, the oilucalinn of 
your children is lost, and tho chilil is dia 
gusted with hia country at tho aamc time aa 
ho ia disgusted witli hia school." 

Tlial there are ample grounds for tlio 
good priest's criticisms cannot bo denied 
Tho salary of the teacher of an elementary 
school in Quebec is a beggarly pittance. 
For Inatance, in two parishes of ono of tlie 
richest counties in Quebec, the v/liolo hcIioo 
expenditure, salary, fuel, and everything 
else, ia §1'J.'! each ; in a third it ia .'jl.'iO, in 
a fourth it is Sl.'tO, and in ono it drops to 
The whole expenditure for six elo' 
mentary schools in the parish of Ste, 
Agathe, mentioned above, is $C29. Tho 
average expenditure for tho sohools of St, 
Fauslin, in the same county, averagea $SS 
Tho pariah of Ste. Thorese spends only i:'t\'_ 
on ita live elementary schools. The average 
expenditure on an elementary school ia St. 
Jerome is $186. The towns are moro lib- 
oral in achool niattera than the rural par- 
ishes, but even in tlioni the tcucliera have to 
live on starvation wagea. Il is to he hoped, 
now that public attention has been 
directed to the backward educational con- 
dition of the Provines of (jaebeo, its inhabi- 
tants; will be stimulated to keep, in this 
important matter, abreast of tho times. 

It may be said that the condition of 
Quebec aa regarda popular educalion is n 
matter that relalea to tho people of that 
Province alone, uu^ that it is no concern of 
the inhabitantsof any of theotber Provinces. 
Tnia is a mistake. The inhabitants of all 
tho Provinces have a voloe indireoting the 
affairs of the Dominion. They are, as it 
were, all partners in ono big concern, r.nd it 
is to tho advantage of all, that tho people of 
each Province should be aa intelligent as 
they can bo made by the best possible sys- 



tem of publio education. An ignorant Pro 
vince can be led by ignorant and unaorupu 
lous demagogues, and there are oiroum- 
Btauces in which the influence of a few of 
tlicse can do infinite faaroi 'to t^e wbole 
Dominion. ' 



AN ANXIOUS TIME. 

The present is an anxioas'time for the in 
habitants of Manitoba, and tho Kor'thwest 
generally. The wheat in tho greater part 
of this region ia still ripening. If the frost 
holds off for a fow daya tho crop will bo 
aafo and Ihoio will be an abundant harvest. 
If thu froat conioa, und it may como at any 
hour of any night, tho crop will be Borioua- 
ly damaged in some placos and oomplotuly 
ruined in others. Tho proapoot of many 
farmers for this year, and perhaps for sev 
oral years to come, depoiida upon the frost 
keeping away for a week or two. It can 
eanily bo understood how auxiously tho 
Northwest farmers just now watch every 
change in the weather, and hflw sincerely 
they are praying that the frost tnay keep 
away. 

Tlio harvest haa commenced in many 
parts of Manitoba, and tho crtqi appears to 
bou good average one. Tho drought in thu 
early part of the summer, and tho hot 
winds, injured the grain in some districts ; 
but the damage done by theiti is Hot serious, 
so that if the froat keeps oiT, tho farmers 
will get a good reward for their labors. 

Hay liaa been a very tine crop, and barley 
and oats promise well. It ia too soon yut 
to say much about the roots.

SvDNEV, N.S.VV., July IS. — Cunuila 
already does basioeM with tho Austrulian 
colonies in agrtoultural iinpleincntp, a 
Toronto bouse koopinp; arcpreacntntivo hero 
and apparently finding truda prolitublo. lu 
carriages and curriugo inateihils, tho luttur 
especially, the United Stiitea hns done con- 
siderable, and there seems little doubt tliut 
-Canada oottld do well in this line. Tboro 
would at times be a demand for Portland 
cement, but this trade would be uncertain, 
as prices vary to a great extent, owing to 
the faot that dement, being heavy and 
easily handled, is very largely brought from 
the United Kingdom as ballast in sailing 
ships, and is thus landed here without cost 
of freight. In canned fish a large trade is now 
done with San Franoiaoo in Columbia river 
and Skeena salmon and the Canadian pro- 
duct comes also, indirectly. To those who 
know the relative merits of the two articles, 
it is unnooessary to siiy thiit tho Ciinadiun 
oiuued salmon lian only to lie pushed upon 
tho market to tinil a ready and proHtablo 
sale. As to boltleil frnits, jams and jellies, 
and preaerves generally, there arc several 
Grins enf^a^ed in canning here, but for aonio 
reason their product does not lind the same 
favor as Uiat f^iven to tl;u article importeil 
from tlie United State,?, and there appears 
to bo a good opening for the preserved fruit 
of the liritiah Colnnibia industries. Aus- 
tralia is an exporter of ingot tin, and in llio 
past considerable (J uantilies havu been sent 
to San Francisco for the uso of tho canners 
there. The marlcet price hero is said to be 
generally about .f'J per ton less than tho 
London ([notation on day of sale, in furni- 
ture a very profitable field is open for ex- 
ploitation by any firm who will put 
a first - class Canadian article on 
the market. Tho modern furniture 
to bo toon in every otlice, hotel, store or 
private residence in ('aaada is altogclhor 
absent hero, and it seems almost a certainty 
that if shown in competition with the old 
Stylo furniture and furnishings generally 
now sold, it would be purchased at sight.

All the paper in 
use'here is imported, coming mostly in sail- 
ing ships from the United Kingdom. Hero 
is a possible field for Canadian enterprise. 
In railway plant a large business ought to 
be done by anyone having enterprise enough 
to put some modem vehicles on tho lines 
here as samples. Luxurious railway travel- 
ling 80 common in Canada and the United 
States, is altogether unknown hero. 
The oars are of tho commonest appearance 
possible, and little attention is given to 
providing comforts for paaaeugers, especi- 
ally those travelling long distances — a very 
considerable number. If roofiuc slates such 
aa are in uso in British Columbia could bo 
delivered here at a reasonable cost, they 
would find a ready sale, so should liritish 
Columbia shingles. Tlicso ought to replace 
to a large extent tho unsightly galvanized 
iron and tiles so generally teen.

ales skins and sundries. For Honolulu : 
50 carcases mutton, 2.? cases wioe, and sun- 
dries. 

The cargo cf the Miowera will be made 
up mainly of fruits and frozju meat. The 
fruit consists of oranges and lemons, nearly 
all consigned by the associated fruit grow- 
ers for Bile to the best advantage. There is 
practicilly no limit to tho quantity of 
oranges and lemona v;hich may bo shipped 
from hero to Canada. Lemons aio obtain- 
able all tho year round. The preferred sea- 
son for shipping oranges will probably be 
from May to .September ; they, loo, can 
be sent all the year round, but are 
higher in price for the rest of the year than 
for the months named. In the plentiful 
months tliey can be delivered at the steamer 
here at from Is (id per case upwards, if bought 
on tho trees, tho best way to buy. A con- 
siderable portion of the present sbijimenl is 
packed, as rc(|ue3ted by tho Canadian deal- 
ers, in cases ot American pattern, the fruit 
being wrapped in tissue paper and the num- 
ber contained marked upon each caso. Tho 
main item in the cost of the fruit is the 

I.ABOU OK I'AOKINO. 
Very large quantities of oranges are al- 
lowed to roi in the grovea for want of a 
market. Mutton is about in tho same poai- 
tiou, tho sheep l)eiiig obtainaljle at a nomin- 
al cost, and the hcaviiat item of expense be 
ing the freezing preparatory to being pliieed 
on a!iipb;>ard. 'J'he mutton is sbippeil in 
bags, and on ahiplioard can be packed in 
tho cold storage clumber as closely 
almost aa ao many bags of salt, 
thore being no wuato of space. The (Jaiia- 
dian duty of three cents jjer lb. will de- 
ter (rude to a certain extent, but notwith- 
standing tliia, prime mutton of better (|Uality 
than that uuu^illy obtainable in liritiuh 
Columbia can bo laid down all tho year 
round at lower than tho average cost of the 
native or imported ortiolo at present in uso. 
A few live sheep have boon consigned by the 
Miowera as an experiment, but it ia not 
thought that this will be a profitable trado. 
They are in charge of Mr. Fader, who will 
dispose of them to the best advantage ; ho 
is also tailing a quantity of frc/-3n mutton 
of prime quality, tho best obtainal)Io in 
faot. _ The Graziers Packing and I'jxport 
Co., of Queensland, have appointed Fader & 
Co, their BoIe ugenta for Ibitiah Columbia, 
and have' consigned to them a largo ossort- 
mcnt of preserved canned moats, of (piality 
said to bo superior to any packed in 
America. Mr. Fader takes a lot 
of pineapples, oranges, lemons, cheese, 
honoy, tyrup, corn and canned 
beef in barrels. If his cntorpriae 
in making the trip is not rewarded by 



decided profit, it will not bo for lack of 
variety of the goods ho will handle, which 
uro all very attractive. 

Tlie greatest satisfaction is expressed here 
at tho nature of tho Canadian service, which 
far surpasses that hitherto luuiiing to San 
Francisco. Tho managers of tho latter ore 
giving prominence to tho announcomout 
that

are to be built ut once for their use, but it 
does not appear that tho contract for tho 
boats has yet been awarded. Tiro announco- 
mont ia no doubt intended for use in oounoc- 
tion with the renewal of tbia mail subsidy, 
the present contract expiring in November. 
One most significant faot ia the attitude of 
the Sun Francisco press, which so tar from 
belittling the new line to Canada, 
fully realizes its importance, as 
witness the following paragraph from tho 
San Franoiaoo Chronicle, recently to hand : 
" Tho cstubliahmont of a steamer line be- 
tween Vancouver and Australia, in connec- 
tion with tho Canadian Pacific, is a blow 
which this port hns boon apprehending for 
a long time. Tho reduction of rales by the 
new lino will probably cause tho Oceanic 
company lo take a similar course. W'liether 
this will mean a loss or not is an open ques- 
tion. There is one ground for hope ; the 
now tariff, with wool on tho free list, will 
mean an immediato increase in our Aus- 
tralian trade, and in tho nature of things 
thi? increaso will belong to San Francisco 
and cuMoot be trespassed upon by Vanco\i- 
vi r. Our people are likely to find that tho 
result of last year's election was the salva- 
tion of tho American mail route to the 
colonies."

Some Sugfifcstions aa to Next Year's 
Exliibitiou— Tlio New Olllcera 
as Elected. 

Now that Victoria's great summer fair has 
bocomo a thing of the past, tho exhibition 
building and grounds are deserted, and as 
faat na poaaiblo all the various displays that 
wore made arc being taken down to bo cart- 
ed away. It will take some time to get all 
of tho exhibits removed, but by tho end of 
the present week, possibly before that, the 
caretakers and assiatants will finish their 
work and look the doors until next year. 

After all has been said and done, there is 
a good deal to look back upon with feelings 
of pleasure. Porhaps the most aatisfuctoiy 
matter in connection with the fair was the 
unfailing good feeling that prevailed under 
tho most trying olroumstanccs. It was cer- 
tainly not very pleasing to tho president 
and directors and exhibitors, who hadwoik- 
ed so hard and given up so much of their 
time to make the show attractive, to find 
the ottendunce ao small, but this did not 
put anybody out of temper, and when the 
gates were closed on Saturday liight it could 
ba truthfully said that the week had been 
passed through moat pleasantly and cor- 
dially. The Superintendent, Mr. tl. Lani- 
berton, was indefatigable in hia endeavors 
to assist everyone, and that ho succeeded 
well was umply shown by tho thoughtful 
reoogoition of his services in the presenta- 
tion that was made. 

At tho annual meeting of tho association, 
held in tho B.C. Board of Trade rooms on 
Friday night, there were many and various 
iniggeations made as to how tho fair 
to lie held next year shall bo made a suc- 
cess. Mr. 1). K. Kor, who by the way is 
one of the most energetic and hard-working 
members of the directorate, is strongly in 
favor of bringing to British Columbia for 
the event one of the best bands obtainable. 
This year an ellort wuh made to get the 
baud of the l.'ilh Regiment, of Hamilton, a 
musical organization that ia known all over 
America, and which is to be entered on the 
same list aa the best of the big American 
bands. It was found, however, that it 
would have cost §(1,000 to got tho l.'Uli b.ind 
here, and in tho prusent dull limes tho idea 
was abandoned. But Mr. Ker is still of 
opinion that it would have paid, and next 
year ho promises to exert hia beat tllorts to 
secure some lirst-claaa muaic, which of itaelf 
will, he says, bo 8ulii;ieut attraction to 
bring out to the fair grounds immense 
crowds of people, who will como from Van- 
couver and Weatminater in large numbers, 
aa well aa from cities on the Sound. 

Mr. G. Leiacr wants to aee a greater 
effort made to get the Mainland and Sound 
people over here durint; exhibition week. 
Hia suggestion ia that a $2 excursion would 
bring hundreds who hesitate at the idea of 
having to put up 83.60. It was pointed out, 
however, that su far as this year's fair went 
there was really no time to make such ar- 
rangements, as tho show waa, for financial 
reasona, only decided upon six weeks before 
the opening day. Next year tho plan will 
doubtless be adopted, and if cheap excur- 
sions will bring the people, they will have to 
come. 

Mr. Hutcberaon, of Ladner'a Landing, 
does not see why there should not be n per- 
manent exhibit of tlireshed grains, which 
would then be available for exhibition pur- 
poses at any time of the year. 'Thin idea 
was advanced at the annual meeting and 
will bo duly considered by the new board of 
management. 

A valuable auggestion was that made by 
Mr. J. H. Falconer, who, drawing atten- 
tion to tho fact that Victoria, and, in 
fact, the whole of the Province, was a 
great place fur fraternal societies, urged 
that the co- operation of those important 
organizations could bo secured, ao that ix- 
cursions might be run during exhibition 
week, not to take people out of town, but to 
liring them in. Mr. Falconer is one of the 
now members of the management board, 
and will further advance his suggestion so 
soon as the work for next year'a ahow begina. 

When it came to the election of otlicera 
for tho ensuing year, tho rapidity and ease 
with which some gentlemen who would 
have made good presidents, withdrew their 
names, waa somewhat aurpriaing The first 
nomination was the preaont President, Mr. 
\V. II. KUis, but he having held tho oliice 
for two years, tirinly and pcfitivcly de- 
clined to stand again. Mr. C. E. Kcnouf'a 
name was next suggested, but before the 
nomination could be seconded he, too, posi- 
tively refused to accept, for a reason he 
would not give, but which was diaiiovercd 
later on, when he waa appointed honorary 
secretary. Tho nomination, however, gave 
President KUia an opportunity he had been 
waiting for, of publicly thanking Mr, 
Uenouf for his great usaistance and untiring 
energy in carrying on tho work of the Asso- 
ciation, and he could only say that ho felt 
such a display of zeal could only be properly 
rew.irded by the elevation of Mr. Renouf to 
tho highest position of honor. Other direc- 
tora and members alao addeil tlieir expres- 
aion of praise and tliauks to Mr. Konouf, 
who, briefly responding, said he hud been 
glad of tho opportunity of working so hard 
to advance the interests of the association, 
and would bo found next year working just 
as hard. The next nomination waa Mr. 1). 
K. Ker, but he having already served a 
term declined. Mr. VVm. Templenum'a 
name waa suggested, and he was urged to 
accept lo no avail. In refusing, howi vnr, 
he nominated Dr. fieorge L. Milne, M 1', P , 
who, after aome aolicitation, accepted, and 
should make a good president. Ho has tho 
means and t'lo time and tho ability. Hia 
term of olliiio begina on November 1. The 
lirat vice pri aidiiut aelected waa Mr. .J. T, 
Wilkinson, of Chilliwack, an energetic, en- 
tlinaiuslic woiker, who will use his best 
cH'ortii, in hia wide circle of aci|Uaintance, lo 
make next year'a exhibition u grand aueccna. 
Mr. (;eo. Dt'ans, tlie second vice-preaidont, 
ia an island man, who, too, may bo relied 
upon to do hia share of tho work.

1 
iniew a wniii.'iu of this sort who had 
every Mi's.^iiig cirth could offer to ren- 
der lier liaii|iy, but uotliing made hi^v 
more iinlignanl t iiiiu lo l)e congratulalcd 
on liergo'iil fortune, and nothing j/leased 
her so nuu-h as to Ijo commiserated. 

With wealth, position and an interest- 
ing family she enjoyed only being con- 
sidered a heartbroken woman who con- 
cealed hopeless sorrows under sillc and 
velvet coverings. The few faults of an 
excellent husband were magnified by her 
diseased imagination into crimes against 
her peace, and her children, which the 
world regarded as ornaments to her 
homo, wore represented by her as thorns 
in her ileslk To each friend at first, and 
graduallj' to ep.ch acquaintance, she con- 
fided more and more of her domestic 
woes until every one who knew her 
name grew to speak of her as "poor Mrs. 

A ." And in time "poor Sirs. A ," 

by constantly thinking herself an object 
of sjmipathy, set tlionght currents in mo- 
tion whicli brought all the disaster into 
her life which she could have desired in 
her vrildesfc imaginings. I shall always 
believe these misfortunes were produced 
by her mania for sympathy, for which 
we might coin a name sinco it is grow- 
ing more and more prevalent and call 
aympathmania. 

I know another little wife and mother 
today who is following in the same path 
and will bring tii) at tlio same goal with- 
out doubt if wo give her time enough. 

I complimented her on her pretty 
daught-er and iino son one day, and her 
face fell, and she confided to me that her 
son was a great ansety, her daughter a 
gi'eat cause of worry and her husband, 
while a good man, one who imposed lip- 
on her all the care of bringing up the 
children. "My life is really a burdened 
•one," she sighed, "and few of my friends 
who see me going about with a smiling 
face realize how far from happy I am." 

But I discovered cro long tliat it 
must bo through mere accident if any of 
her friends, acfiuaintances or neighbors 
were unaware of her sad and hardened 
lot, for to each and all had she made her 
demand for symi^athy. One of tho most 
brilliant girls I have ever mot was af- 
fected by tho mania. Her life had 
known some severe trials, but they were 
followed by unusual successes and bless- 
ings. Whenever aha was congratulated 
upon these successes or envied for her 
blessings her face assumed a melodra- 
matic expression, and if tho speaker was 
a friend or near acquaintance she 
dropped some remark about the cruelty 
of fate which grants what you do not 
desire and withholds what you need, or 
which bestows its gifts ton late, until 
tho listener co;used to congratulate and 
began to condole. .From her nearest 
friends she was constantly making a de- 
mand for syijipath}', which was ex- 
hausting beyond the power of words to 
explain. Tlii'ir coni])linients and praises 
roused only b'-r sorrow or her resent- 
ment, [or she wished to be regarded as a 
target for fato"s most cruel arrows. The 
people who v.-ould not be sorry for her 
constantly she considered devoid of deep 
feeling and incapable of true friendship. 

Though such ;l pi.'r.sou may be a para- 
gon of goodness and a prodigy of talent, 
she would become unbearable as a close 
friend lii a very brief time. 

To ha.ve our sympathies forever on tap 
is as fatal to the vital forces as a leaking 
blood vessel would bo. But the sym- 
pathmania friend never seems to think 
of this. If you will only weep with her, 
sigh with her, press her hand in sorrow 
and tell her how you pity her, she will 
contiuuo to sap your strength, even if 
you should dio before her eyes. This pe- 
• cuHar mania no doubt has its origin in 
-early neglect or a lack of proper appre- 
. elation in childhood. A girl whose sen- 
.eitive nature is uiisnnderstood or ignored 
\by friends and teachers grows morbid 
■on the subject and shrinks more and 
more within herself. 

By and by she finds a friend who sym- 
pathizes with her, and the ecstasy of the 
. experience intoxicates her. She gi'ows 
to revel in tho indifl'cronce and coldness 
,of her .family in order to more fully 
taste th'b sweets of sympathy from lier 
friend. When she marries, she is Hur(! to 
find herself more or less misunderstood, 
and it becomes iin easy thing for her to 
descend to t'a.it most undignified aiul al- 
most disgraceful role of a wife wlio di.s- 
cusses her husband's sliortcoinings with 
her friends aud acquaintances in order 
to itrouse their sympathy for her own 
jiard lot. 

But friends and acqnaintances oagUt 



to realize tlirit a wife wlio will so forgot 
herself as to do this is not worthy of 
their sympathy, no matter how hard may 

bo her crosses. 

Of course it is human to appreciate a 
near aud tried friend to whom wo may 
at times appeal for compassion and con- 
dolence, but we should make these oc- 
casions rare indeed both for our own 
sako and the sake of our friend. 

It is a dangerous habit to a.sk a money 
loan of our dearest friend every week in 
th(> month or every month in the year, 
Wliile wi> miglit with safety make the re- 
<juc'st once or twice on rare occasions, 
its constant repetition would jeopardize 
ngreoablo relations and tax tho resources 
i.f our best friend. Ho in the same de- 
gree does llio constant demand for sym- 
pathy endanger friendship and tax the 
vital forces of our associates, while it 
weakens our own self reliance and pride. 

It seems an odd fact to mo that the 
generality of jieoplo consider it an im- 
jiropriety to Ix.' hajipy. They are always 
apologizing for even the appearance o*' 
happiness and hasten to assure observers 
that trouble has walked with them and 
care has supped at their board. Men and 
women alike seem, as a rule, to be pruud 
of the sorrows and trials which they at 
the same time bemoan. Happiness is re- 
garded as commonplace, and mistiry is 
worn as a sort of royal badge. Our nov- 
elists are in a groat degree responsible 
for tliis sort of nonsiMisi-. We seMoui. if 
ever, find a lia]ipy hero or iieroine in lie- 
tion. In olden times lia])piness was al- 
lowed to ci)in<; to them in the closing 
chapter, but tho latter day novel does 
not ]iermit even that. 

'i'he romance absorbing feminine mind 
takes its cue from the miserable heroine 
and acts i;s rele ;'riei-.lingly. I wi.sh 
oin- uuve]i,-ts and ear fa.-iiien nningi'rs 
v.Mnld make it tlio mode to be happy, or 
as least to appear so, and sot the seal of 
disapproval upon tho sympathy sapper, 
who ouglit lo be suppressed.

Four iddermen only Avcro preaenl last 
evening when Mayor Heaven took the chair 
at tho regular meeting of the City Council- 
Thcy were Aid. McKillican, Styles, Bragg, 
and Baker. While the minutea of various 
meetings held during the past weeli. wore 
being read, Aid. Henderson came in, closely 
followed by Aid. Miller, and when Aid 
Munn arrived, a few minutes later, the 
Board was complate, except for the alder- 
men out of town. 
Before the minutes were adopted 
Ald. Bakkr drew attention to tho fact 
that, for three months past, or more, the 
minutes of meeting had not been read, and 
why, ho aaked, should they bo read lo-nighr: 
Ho did not think thia \vu.y a correct way ot 
proceeding. 

TiiK Jl.vYOH— The iiruclice of tlie Board 
haa been to have tho UiinutcB adopted vvitli- 
out being read, but to night 1 wanted them 
rc'ul for a special oliject, and abked the 
Clerk to read them, aa I had a perfect right 
to do. lie then drew attention to an 
uiiiission of iiionticin of a by-law when be 
had recommended to tho Council to repeal 
some t«enty-tivo by-laws. 

On motion, llio minutes were amended to 
meet tho Mayor's views, unrl then ensued a 
long wranifle, lasting until ii o'chxk, as tj 
what the City Engineer had stated ut the 
last meeting as to the surface drains con- 
traota, the result being that the minutes 
were adapted as read. Then the Council 
began its buaiueas. 

The Finance committee recommended 
the payment ot aooounts amounting 
to Jl.Ulij. AUo tho sum of $89U 
fur repairing streets and sidewalks. Theee 
reporta wore adopted. 

A special coniiuitteu, appointed in con- 
nection with the Victoria .V Sydney railway , 
reported that the City I'aigineer, after a 
Ciiretul examination of the roadbed, should 
p vsa the work in ucoordauee with tho con- 
tract, but recommcuded the withholding of 
10 per cent, until the completion and equip- 
ment of tha road. 

At. 11. Srvi.F.s wanted to know if the com- 
mittee liad any information to givu the 
Council us to the .selling out of the charter, 
etc., by the criminal coiiii)any. 

Al.n. Mi'KiJ.i.ir.vN replied that the 
original ahiireholdera were still on tho books, 
and the coiinnitteo ct)ald^i_uot go beyond 
thia. 

In reply to a (luesLion from Aid. Hend- 
erson, 

Al.D. Munn explfined that tho City 
Engineer'a estimate of the luat of the work 
was some §-296,000, while the contract for 
the building of the railway had already 
been lot at a little over 5:!00,000. All that 
tho Council could do was to seo that tho 
road was properly built before the money 
was paid over. 

Ald. Miller was loudly applauded by 
the visitors In the lobby when he made a 
little " kick " about the way business was 
brought before the Council. Whatever 
business there nae, he said, came up before 
tho Council In just whatever shape the 
Mayor chose to bring it, and though the 
aldermcii might sometimes make wry faces, 
they invariably swallowed tlio dose. The 
Mayor might bo a little slow in hi.s method 
of doing business, but he got there juat the 
same, as the saying was. 

The iSewerage committee recomtiiended 
that burface drains he constructed on Os- 
wego, St. Jarrea, Niagara, Michigm and 
San Juan streets to the sea, out ol moneys 
raised under tho .Surface Drains By law, 
and that the work be curried on by day 
labor. 

TiiK M.vvou was doubtful if tho by-law 
»a3 broad enough to inolade these streets, 
which were not already speciScally men- 
tioned. 

Tho report waa finally Qdo])tcd. 
A letter dated July -7 was received from 
Hon. J. H.Turner, Thomas Karle, M.l'., 
and John Teagiie, formerly .Sewerage Com- 
miaaioaers, iu which attention wos culled to 
the fact that no attention had been paid bo 
a previous commuoication. The letter said : 
"On theSSth alt. we addressed a letter 
to you with reference to atatementa made 
by certain of your honorable body contain- 
ing Bcrioua allegations against the Sanitary 
Eugiucer and ourselves, to which wo have 
received no reply. The statements re- 
ferred to in our previous letter were 
made in open oounoU on more than 
one occasioo, As a matter of simple jna- 
tice, we muat aak whether your silence im- 
plies the adoption of these accusations by 
the Council, or whether in the opinion of 
your honorable body thoy are unfounded. 
In the former case the public interests de- 
mand tho investigation for which we ap- 
plied ; in the hitter w-e fail to see how the 
tJouiudl can decline to retract publicly the 
unwarrantable accusations whioh have been 
circulated by .sonic of ita members. Wo 
are quite sure tint your honorable body 
must see tliiit one course or the other ia im- 
perative in jmtice to the public, tho corpor- 
ation, the (iiiginecr und ourselves." 

i\lrlvii,i,ii;,\N moved that tho coin- 
nniuication be referred to tho Special Sew- 
erage committee to report. He did rot ap- 
prove of the plan which liud been adopted 
in reference to tho previous communication, 
which had been received and tiled. These 
genileijien were citizens und honorable men, 
and should bo treated with respect ratlior 
than with neglect and discourtesy. 

At.i). Mii.l.Kl: moved, seconded by Aid. 
Munn, that tho City Clerk correspond with 
the late .Sewerage CotninisBioners und ask 
them to state specifically the language com- 
plained of. Thia waa carried without a 
division. 

George Gaegen, secretary of the Van- 
couver Trades and Labor CouDoil, invited 
the Council to attend tho Labor Day oelo- 
bration at Vanoouvor,'and the invitation 
was accepted with thanks. 

Mr. J. £. Elliott, secretary of the B. C. 
Fire Underwriters, forwarded a copy of a 



rpquiuition received from tho hoad offioo in 
Montreal, rchitivo to tho Municipal tox on 
Fito Insurance couipuuiea. Tho requisition 
was signed by the following companies, viz.: 
hoiulon Assurance, Guardian AsEuranoe, 
Alliance Insurance, I'luenix luauranoo of 
ilartford. Imperial Fire Inaurance, United 
Fire Insurance, North British and Mer- 
cantile, Caledonian Insurance Co., Eastern 
Assurancu Co., Atlas Assurance, National 
AsBurancc, Western Aasuranee, British 
America Assurance, Sun Insurance, Man- 
cheater Fire Insurance and Luncaater In- 
suriince Co. The requiaition asked the 
locil board to make such respectful repre- 
sentations to tho civic authorities as would 
lead to tlie repeal of the $'M)0 tax on Insur- 
ance eonii)aiuea, and should thia not bo a 
success, it. was recommended that insurance 
ratrs in Victoria should bo advanced L'f) per 
cant., and the iuoreaao kept up uutil tho tax 
ho abolished. - ,.''-'''"lii.I~JI't! '■i i.'"

Alter he had concluded Aid. liragg 
again got the lloor and, declaring that the 
Council hud taken the right couiso, an- 
nounced that he, for one, was opposed to 
any change. There had been something 
very peculiar about tho actions of tho con- 
tractors who were now working so hard to 
have their tenders accepted; but, for his 
part, he wanted to see the tenders put In 
fair and 6(|uare, and without any humbug 
businis-i. 

Al.D. B.MCKK, in a half-hour speech ag.iinst 
Coughlan & iMayo's tender, uccuted tho 
City Engineer of wrong doing and declared 
that be should be discharged forthwith. 
His idea was that already Coughlan & 
Muyo had got too much and the work 
should bo taken from both this firm and H. 
A, McDonald, and the drains should be 
constructed by dsy labor. 

Ai.i>. MiLi.£R-My vote shall stand the 
way I cast it for all timo, unless the Coun 
cil shall SCO fit to table this motion and con 
elude to do tho wjrk by day labor. 

Al.D. McKii I.ICAN defended the City 
Engiupcr, who, he said, hud acted fairly and 
honorably, and should have been censured 
if ho had nob acted as he did. 

Ald. Hekderson— My whole objection 
is to the form in whioh that 
tender waa made out. If we had 
treated it the way we ought to, we would 
not have entertained it at all. When a 
tender is sent in to be considered, it should 
be so intelligibly made out that any oom- 
mon sense man cun understand it. If it 
waa not for the Injustice wo would do Mc- 
Donald, I would rather sec the whole of the 
work done by day labor. 

Ai.i). Mu.N.v — If we have made a mistake, 
wo should marfully own up and reconsider 
our action, hut if it is the fault of the con- 
tractor, then it ia a question what we 
should di). Apart from thia matter, there 
is a quesliou wlicther all tho tenders have 
had a tquiire deal. I believe Mr. Wilmot 
would not do any wrong intentionally, hut 
it is a i|ue8tion whether or not tho other 
tenders received the same attentions 
that Coughlan & Mayo did. He 
moved that the discussion of the 
matter be deferred until tho Council should 
consider whether or not it would not be well 
to do tho work by day labor. 

Al.D SrvM-s contended that Coughlan ct 
.Mayo'd ten<ler was not a complicated one. 
The City Engineer had reported that on the 
Jamea Bay and Spring Ridge tenders Cough- 
lan &, Mayo w«re $1,825 lower than the next 
higher. 

The motion was defeated by the following 
vote :

'TiiK case of Do Coamoa v. tho Victoria 
and Ea(|uimalt 'Telephone Co., waa to have 
been coulinued in the Supremo court yes- 
terday before Sir Matthew Baillio Beghie, 
C.J., hut Hia Lordship was indisposed and 
tho caao had to stand over accordingly. 'Tho 
illneas is said to bo not very serious, hut Sir 
Matthew will bo confined to hia house for a 
day or two. 

The Chinese peddlers who, owing to the 
high license, have been prevented from 
hawking their vegetables from door lo door, 
have adopted a new scheme for disposing of 
their goods, by which they aro at no out- 
lay. Instead of tho old basket system, 
Chinameu now go around and solicit orders, 
which they fill on abort notice, avoiding the 
attention of the authorities.
